To His Excellency A. I. BoREMAN, 
Governor of West Virginia : 

SIR —Pursuant to an Act of she Legislature passed Feb. 25, 1865, 
entitled "An Act creating a Board for the examination of certain 
Military Claims," the undersigned, members of said Board, would 


respectfully submit the following 
REPORT. 


As required by the Act, the Board caused to be published in two 
of the newspapers of this State, notices of the time and place of 
the meeting of the Board, reciting in the notices the character of 
the claims which would be received and audited as prescribed in 
the Act, and requested that all such claims should be presented as 
early as possible. The claims received and audited, and such as in 
the opinion of the Board should be paid, are herewith transmitted 
in the following order: 

CLASS I 

Embraces claims for services rendered by the militia of the State 
since the 19th day of June, 1861. These claims are made in the 
proper form upon muster and pay rolls used by volunteers in the 
United States service. Upon some of the rolls, subsistence and 
clothing are charged for, and computed at the rates allowed in vol- 
unteer organizations in the service of the United States. his 
claim is a proper oue, as no claims have been presented or subsis- 
tence or clothing furnished these companies; neither were they . 
supplied by the State or United States, while in the service. 

This class of claims amounts to one hundred and forty-two 
thousand, seven hundred and forty-five dollars and twelve cents, 


CLASS II 
Comprises claims in favor of individuals of the State for subsistence 
furnished the militia at different times when called into service, 
and amounts in the whole to two thousand four hundred and. 
eighty-four dollars and ninety-eight cents. 
CLASS III 
Contains claims for necessary transportation of militia and arms, 


supplies, &c., for their use, amounting to seven hundred and eighty- 
six:dollars and ninety cents. 
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CLASS IV 
Embraces claims for subsisting and equipping volunteer recruits 
for United States service, amounting to one thousand five hundred 
and ninety-two dollars and ten cents. 

In this class is also a claim in favor of Wallace Hill, as First 
Lieutenant of Battery C, First Regiment West Virginia Ligh: 
Artillery, for services rendered in recruiting for that Battery in 
1861 and 1862, after being commissioned and prior to muster-in as 
such. This claim is endorsed and the payment recommended by 
His Excellency Governor Peirpoint and by Major General Rose- 
crans, at that time commanding this Department, Lieut. Hill has 
not been able to procure the payment of this claim from the gen- 
eral government, because the Battery had not, during the time, 
a sufficient number of men to entitle it to this additional officer, 
though he was on duty during the time as an officer, but could not 
be mustered in. 

The claims enumerated in the foregoing classes are such as in the 
opinion of the Board are properly chargeable to the general gov- 
ernment as indicated in the Act referred to. ‘These claims have all 
been prepared in triplicate, as required by the Act, and amount in 
the whole to one hundred and forty-seven thousand six hundred 
and nine dollars and ten cents. 

CLASS V 


Is a list of claims for services rendered by officers in organizing 
State troops under orders of the Governor, and for necessary 
expenses incurred in publishing orders and notices, and for print- 
ing done upon the orders of such officers. ~ Also, allowances made 
by Regimental Courts of Enquiry for services rendered by officers 
constituting a Court or Board for the different regiments under 
orders of the Governor for the consolidation of companies, '&c. 
The claims in this class amount to seven hundred and thirty dollars 
and eighty-nine cents.
